in his official capacity as treasurer, violated thc Fedcral Election Campaign Act of 1971,
as amendcd. Accordingly, on November 17, 2009, the Commission closcd the file in this
matter. A Statement of Reasons cxplaining the Commission’s decision will follow.

Documents related to the case will be placed on the public record within 30 days.
